S.O. No. 545(E)..—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that 
it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry, besides the Commission of 
Inquiry headed by Shri Iust ; ce J. S. Verma appointed vide notification No. 
S.O. 356(E), dated the 27th May, 1991, for the purpose of making an inquiry 
into a definite matter of public importance, namely, the assassination of 
Shri Rajiv Gandhi, former Prime Minister of India, on the 21st May, 1991; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Shri justice M. C. Jain, retired 
Chief Justico of the High Court of Delhi. 

2. The Commission shall make an inquiry with respect to the following 
matters :— 

(a) the sequence of events leading to, and all the facts and circums¬ 
tances relating to, the assassination of Shri Rajiv Gandhi at 
Sriperumbudur (other than the matters covered by the terms of 
reference for the Commission of Inquiry headed by Shri Justico J. 
S. Vcima); 

(b) whether any person or persons or agencies were responsible for 
conceiving, preparing and planning the assassination and whether 
there was any conspiracy in this behalf and, if so. all its ramifi¬ 
cations. 

3. The Commission shall submit its report to the Centra] Government as 
soon as possible but not later than six months.

4. The Commission may, if it deems fit, make interim reports to the Central 
Government before the said date on any of the matters mentioned in paragraph 
2 above. 

5. The headquarters of the Commission shall be at New Delhi. 

6. The Central Government is of the opinion that, having regard to the 
nature of the inquiry to be made and other circumstances of the case, all the 
provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section 
'5) of section 5 of the Commissions of inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), should 
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be made applicable to the said Commission and the Central Government, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section 5, hereby 
directs that all the provisions of the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of 
that section shall apply to the Commission.
